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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, Species A in the reply filed on 1 2 
November 2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examiner 
has not carried his burden of proving Species A and B should be restricted from one 
another. This is not found persuasive because Figures 1-6 and 7-9 clearly show two 
different and patentably distinct embodiments. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

"the neck portion" lacks positive antecedent basis. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 34 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 4, "an open 
housing end and a closed housing end" should be --the open housing end and the 
closed housing end-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 20 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morbeck (US 3,380,608). 

Morbeck discloses all the recited elements of the invention including an 
elongated housing member having an inner cavity, a longitudinal housing axis (Figure 
1 ), an open housing end (at 24, 25), a closed housing end (at 20, 21 ), side walls having 
an outer housing surface and an inner housing surface (22, 23), and a lid (16) rotatably 
secured by a hinge (17). Regarding claim 24, two sections (1 1,12). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 33-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Morbeck. 

Morbeck discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for at least one 
inner rib. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide at least one inner rib on the container of 
Morbeck since the examiner takes Official Notice on the use of inner ribs as old and well 
known in the container art for the purpose of adding strength to container walls. 

Conclusion 
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9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Goldberg, Lasich et al., Bryson, Neat, Asa et al., Pehr, 
Kleissendorf, Ogden et al., Amin, One et al., and Small are cited to show related 
devices.
